CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

WHEREAS the members of the above So¬ 
ciety, at a meeting held on the 15th day of 
November, 1911, enacted certain by-laws for 
the government and conduct of the affairs 
of the Society and, at such time, repealed all 
its existing by-laws and Constitution; 

AND WHEREAS it is now deemed expe¬ 
dient to revise and amend the existing by¬ 
laws of the Society; 

AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient 
that the General By-law hereinafter set 
forth be adopted for the government of the 
Society and the conduct and regulation of 
its affairs; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT AND IT IS 
HEREBY ENACTED that the following by¬ 
law shall be enacted as the General By-law 
of the Society as follows: 

GENERAL BY-LAW 

1. Objects 

The objects of the Society shall include 
the affording of pecuniary, medical and 
other relief to such natives of Scotland and 
their descendants as may from sickness or 
other causes have fallen into distress; the 
encouragement of the national costume and 
games, and such other lawful games, amuse¬ 
ments and entertainments as the Board of 
Managers may from time to time approve; 
the cultivation of taste for Scottish music 
and literature; and of binding more closely 
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together Scotsmen and those of Scottish 
descent. The Seal of the Society shall have 
engraved thereon the Arms of Scotland with 
the motto “Nemo me Impune Lacessit”. 

2. Membership 

The members of the Society shall consist 
of five classes: Ordinary, Life, Honorary 
Life; Honorary; and Associate Members. 


3. Ordinary Members 

(1) None but Scotsmen and those of Scot¬ 
tish descent of the age of 18 years and up¬ 
wards shall be eligible for ordinary mem¬ 
bership in the Society. 

(2) Candidates for admission must make 
application in writing in a form prescribed 
by the Board of Managers, which applica¬ 
tion shall be accompanied by $5.00 to cover 
membership fee. The application shall be 
submitted to the Board of Managers at the 
next meeting thereof. The election shall be 
by the Board of Managers and the consent 
of two-thirds of the Board of Managers pre¬ 
sent shall be necessary for the admission of 
the applicant as a member. 

(3) Members shall pay the second and 
every succeeding year an annual member¬ 
ship fee of $5.00. This sum shall be payable 
in advance, at or before the annual meeting 
in November. 

(4) None but ordinary members in good 
standing shall be entitled to vote at elec¬ 
tions or participate in any other business of 
the Society. A member shall be deemed in 
good standing whose subscription is not in 
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arrears and who is not then under suspen¬ 
sion. 

4. Life Members 

Any ordinary member, upon payment of 
a sum of not less than $50.00 at any one 
time, may be admitted as a Life Member. 
A Life Member shall have all the rights of 
an ordinary member. 

5. Honorary Life Member 

The Board of Managers may, at its discre¬ 
tion, confer Honorary Life Membership, 
without payment of fee, on members of long 
standing who have contributed to the ad¬ 
vancement of the Society. An Honorary Life 
Member shall have all the rights of an ordi¬ 
nary member. 

6. Honorary Members 

Natives of Scotland or their descendants 
who have done anything towards the ad¬ 
vancement of the welfare of the Society or 
whose public record shall reflect credit on 
their nationality may be proposed and 
admitted as Honorary Members. The Com¬ 
manding Officer of the Queen’s Own Cam¬ 
eron Highlanders shall be an Honorary 
Member of the Society whilst occupying that 
position. They shall not be entitled to vote 
or take active part in the business of the 
Society. 

7. Associate Members 

Associate members shall be such persons 
of British nationality not eligible for ordi¬ 
nary membership as may be elected by the 
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Board of Managers. They shall have such 
privileges of the Society as the Board of 
Managers from time to time permit and shall 
be subject to the rules and by-laws of the 
Society but they shall have no voice or vote 
in the management of the Society and shall 
not be eligible for office. 


8. Officers of the Association 

(1) An Honorary President, Past Presi¬ 
dent, President, First Vice-President, Second 
Vice-President, Honorary Treasurer, Honor¬ 
ary Secretary, Honorary Physician, Honorary 
Chaplain, Honorary Solicitor, Honorary 
Auditor, and twelve other members of the 
Society known as the Managers, shall be 
annually chosen from among the ordinary 
members at the Annual Meeting and shall 
enter upon the duties of their respective 
offices immediately after election or instal¬ 
lation. 

(2) Each nominee for office shall be pro¬ 
posed and seconded and, in case more than 
one be proposed for one office, a ballot shall 
be called for by the presiding officer when 
a majority of votes of members present shall 
decide the election. The nominees for Man¬ 
agers shall be voted for upon one ballot slip, 
and the twelve nominees obtaining the 
highest plurality of votes shall be chosen. 
In the event of a tie, seniority of member¬ 
ship shall decide. 

(3) All of the officers above-mentioned 
shall constitute the Executive of the Society. 

(4) All the officers above-mentioned, to¬ 
gether with the twelve managers, shall 
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constitute the Board of managers, for the 
transaction of all business of the Society. 

(5) In addition to the foregoing, there 
shall be appointed by the President the 
following officers: a Bard; Standard Bearer; 
a Pipe Major and Pipers and such other 
officers as may from time to time be deemed 
necessary by the President. 

9. Duties of the President 

The President shall, when he is present, 
preside at all meetings of the Society and 
of the Board of Managers. He shall preserve 
order, put the question, and declare the 
decision in all questions under discussion. 
He shall call all special meetings of the 
Society and of the Board of Managers. 

10. Duties of the Vice-President 

The duties specified in the immediately 
preceding paragraph 9 shall be, in the ab¬ 
sence of the President, the duties of the 
First Vice-President and, in the absence of 
both, shall devolve on the Second Vice- 
President. 

11. Duties of the Honorary Treasurer 

The Honorary Treasurer shall have the 
custody of all moneys or other property or 
securities belonging to the Society. He shall 
keep regular accounts of all receipts and 
expenditures in suitable books provided for 
that purpose. The financial books and rec¬ 
ords of the Society shall be in the custody 
of the Honorary Treasurer and all members 
of the Finance Committee shall be entitled 
to access thereto at any time. The Honorary 
Treasurer shall keep an alphabetical list of 
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the members of the Society with an account 
of the membership fees that accrue and 
shall collect the same and issue membership 
cards therefor. He shall, upon the direction 
of the Board of Managers, delete from the 
list of members the names of all such per¬ 
sons as by the General By-law of the Society 
shall have forfeited their title to member¬ 
ship. At each meeting of the Board of Man¬ 
agers, he shall be responsible for submitting 
an abstract of his accounts, stating the sums 
received and expended since the previous 
meeting; and, in addition, he shall prepare 
and submit at the Annual Meeting of the 
Society a statement of the financial affairs 
of the Society since the last Annual Meet¬ 
ing. He shall deposit all moneys received by 
him without delay in one of the chartered 
banks in the City of Winnipeg on account 
of and for the use of the Society and subject 
to the order of the Board of Managers. All 
payments shall be made by cheque, duly 
signed by the President or, in his absence, 
by either of the Vice-Presidents and the 
Treasurer jointly. He shall, at the expiration 
of his term of office, hand over to his 
successor the cash balance and all books, 
papers and property of the society. 

12. Duties of the Honorary Secretary 

The Honorary Secretary shall have the 
custody of all the personal property, records 
and journals of the Society and shall keep 
an accurate record of all proceedings of the 
Society and of the Board of Managers. He 
shall have the custody of the Seal of the 
Society and shall sign all Certificates of 
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Membership jointly with the President. He 
shall also conduct all correspondence of the 
Society and notify members of their election 
within three days thereafter. He shall send 
out the notice of all meetings of the Society 
and prepare the draft of the Annual Report 
by the Board of Managers for the considera¬ 
tion of the Society at the Annual Meeting. 

13. Duties of the Honorary Physician 

It shall be the duty of the Honorary 
Physician to give advice and assistance 
gratuitously to such indigent sick or maimed 
persons as may from time to time be recom¬ 
mended to his charge by the Board of Man¬ 
agers. 

14. Duties of The Honorary Chaplain 

It shall be the duty of the Honorary 
Chaplain to perform the religious services 
held every year in connection with the 
Anniversary Celebration of the Society and, 
by his counsel and advice, endeavour to 
promote harmony and goodwill among mem¬ 
bers. He shall also visit such sick and dis¬ 
tressed persons as may be recommended to 
his attention by the Board of Managers. 

15. Duties of the Honorary Solicitor 

It shall be the duty of the Honorary Soli¬ 
citor to advise gratuitously the Society or 
Board of Managers in all legal matters that 
may arise in connection with the business 
of the Society. 

16. Duties of the Honorary Auditor 

It shall be the duty of the Honorary 
Auditor to audit gratuitously the books, 
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records and financial accounts of the Society 
and to advise the Board of Managers in all 
accounting matters which may arise in con¬ 
nection with the business of the Society. 

17. Duties of the Board of Managers 

(1) The Board of Managers shall be 
entrusted with the discharge of all business 
of the Society. No indebtedness shall be 
incurred and no payments shall be made 
without their sanction and all obligations 
of the Society shall be presented to them 
for liquidation. 

(2) The Board of Managers shall dispense 
the bounty of the Society in accordance with 
the regulations and restrictions hereinafter 
prescribed. No persons shall be objects of 
this bounty but such members thereof as 
may become indigent, as well as all Scots¬ 
men and descendants of Scotsmen, who may 
be in indigent circumstances. The Board of 
Managers shall have discretionary powers as 
to what extent and what mode of relief 
shall be given. 

(3) The Board of Managers shall meet 
regularly on the second Tuesday in every 
month and five members of the Board shall 
constitute a quorum. In the absence of the 
President and both Vice-Presidents, they 
shall elect one of their number as chairman 
for that meeting. 

(4) The Board of Managers shall at its 
first meeting appoint the following com¬ 
mittees: Committee of Trustees, Advisory 
Committee, Charities Committee, Finance 
Committee, Membership Committee, Policy 
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Committee, Visiting Committee, Entertain¬ 
ment Committee; and such other committees 
as it may deem necessary and advisable to 
assist in carrying put the duties assigned to 
them. 

(5) The Board of Managers may from 
time to time at its discretion appoint not 
more than two additional representatives 
from the membership of the Society to act 
on the Board of Managers. 

(6) The Board may from time to time 
make such rules or regulations as may be 
deemed expedient and necessary for the 
purpose of carrying out the provisions of 
the General By-law and that are not incon¬ 
sistent therewith. 


18. Death, Resignation or Removal of 
Officers 

In case of the death, resignation or re¬ 
moval of any of the officers during the term 
for which they are elected, the Board of 
Managers shall at the next meeting choose 
others in their stead to serve for the remain¬ 
der of the year or until election and instal¬ 
lation of the new officers. 


19. Meetings of the Society 

(1) The Annual Meeting of the Society 
shall be held on the third Tuesday of Nov¬ 
ember. The meeting shall be held in such 
place in the City of Winnipeg and at such 
hour as decided on by the Board of Man¬ 
agers. Written notice of the meeting shall 
be given to every member in good standing 
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by the Honorary Secretary at least seven 
days before said meeting. Such notices shall 
be delivered or mailed to such members. 
Fifteen members shall constitute a quorum. 

(2) The President or, in his absence, the 
officer highest in rank who may be in the 
City, shall, when any emergency occurs 
which, in his opinion, may render it expe¬ 
dient or, upon application made for that pur¬ 
pose by the Board of Managers or on the 
requisition of ten members, call a special 
meeting of the Society. Written notice 
thereof shall be given by the Honorary 
Secretary to every member then in good 
standing at least five days before the said 
meeting. Such notice may be given in the 
same manner as provided in the immediately 
preceding paragraph. Fifteen members shall 
constitute a quorum. 

20. Suspension and Expulsion of Members 

Any member unless he be in indigent 
circumstances—of which the Board of Man¬ 
agers shall be the sole judges—who shall 
refuse or neglect to pay his annual mem¬ 
bership fee for one year after it has accrued 
or whose conduct or behaviour shall be 
deemed by the Board of Managers to be 
objectionable or prejudicial to the Society, 
or to the members thereof, may be sus¬ 
pended or expelled by the Board. Any mem¬ 
ber so suspended shall cease to have the 
rights or privileges of membership until 
reinstated by resolution of the Board. Every 
member so expelled shall have his name 
deleted from the books and shall thereupon 
cease to be a member; provided that such 
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suspension or expulsion shall not relieve 
such person from payment of his member¬ 
ship fee then in arrears or of any of the 
other moneys due to the Society. Legal pro¬ 
ceedings may be taken against any such 
person for the collection of all moneys due 
to the Society if the Board of Managers shall 
so direct. 

21. Anniversary Assembly 

The Society shall hold an Anniversary 
Assembly upon St. Andrew’s Day. When St. 
Andrew’s Day occurs on a Saturday or a 
Sunday, the Anniversary shall be celebrated 
on such other date as the Board of Man¬ 
agers may decide. 

22. Badge of the Society 

(1) The Badge of the Society shall be of 
silver; the design, a Scottish Lion Rampant, 
transfixed upon a St. Andrew’s Cross and 
surrounded by a wreath of Scotch thistles; 
underneath a scroll on which shall be in¬ 
scribed the words “Instituted 1871”. This 
shall suspend from a bar, upon which shall 
be inscribed “St. Andrew’s Society, Winni¬ 
peg.” The badge will be mounted on blue 
and white cord silk ribbon and a silver 
fringe tassel. The Officers’ Badge shall be 
of gold but similar in design to that of the 
members and shall have a gold fringe, 
instead of a silver one, attached to the 
ribbon. A gold pendant shall bear the in¬ 
signia of office. 

(2) The Officers’ Badges shall be the 
property of the Society and shall be held by 
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the officers during their term of office and 
surrendered by them to their successors. 


23. Observance of the Rules of the Society 

(1) Members of the Society shall faith¬ 
fully observe and conform to all the by-laws 
of the Society and any rules or regulations 
passed by the Board of Managers. The Board 
of Managers may suspend or expel any mem¬ 
ber guilty of a breach of the by-laws or the 
rules and regulations. 

(2) Upon the vote of two-thirds of the 
members present at a meeting of the Society 
in favor of the expulsion, the name of a 
member shall be deleted from the roll and 
he shall thereupon cease to be a member. 


24. Funerals and Burials 

(1) In the event of the death of any of the 
members, information shall be at once com¬ 
municated to the President who may, if 
necessary, call a special meeting of the 
Society to permit members to attend the 
funeral. Members shall cover their badges 
with crepe at funerals. 

(2) The Board of Managers shall take 
charge of all funerals and shall have dis¬ 
cretionary power to defray the expenses of 
burying deceased fellow-countrymen, mem¬ 
bers or non-members of the Society who 
may die in indigent circumstances. The 
Honorary Chaplain shall conduct all reli¬ 
gious services in connection with funerals.

25. Order to be Observed at Meetings 

(1) At each meeting of the Society, the 
President or, in his absence, the Vice-Pres¬ 
ident in order of seniority, shall preside, 
and call the meeting to order for the trans¬ 
action of business. If none of these officers 
are present, the meeting shall then elect a 
Chairman who shall preside. 

(2) Discussions on religious, political or 
other subject foreign to the objects and 
purposes of the Society shall not be allowed 
at any of the meetings. 

26. Preparation of Motions and Reports 

(1) At all meetings of the Society, mo¬ 
tions must be in writing and shall contain 
the names of the mover and seconder and 
must be read by the Presiding Officer before 
discussion. Reports of Committees must also 
be in writing and signed by the Chairman, 
and all notices of motion. 

(2) No members shall speak more than 
once upon any subject except the person 
proposing any resolution who shall have the 
right to reply and close the debate. The 
Chairman shall decide all questions of order 
and, if any member be dissatisfied therein, 
he shall have the right to appeal to the 
Society. 

27. Repeal of Existing By-Laws 

The existing by-laws of the Society, as 
adopted on the 15th day of November, 1911, 
and all amendments thereto, are hereby 
repealed effective November 9th, 1960, and 
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the foregoing General By-law is hereby 
enacted in lieu thereof, provided that the 
repeal of the existing by-laws shall not 
relieve any member whose membership fee 
is in arrears from the payment thereof or 
from any obligation under them to which he 
is now subject. 

28. Nominating Committee 

The Board of Managers may appoint a 
Nominating Committee for bringing in a 
slate of nominations to the Annual Meeting 
for the positions of officers and managers of 
the Association. The Nominating Committee 
shall consist of the President, the immediate 
Past President, and four other Past Pres¬ 
idents of the Association. 

The Board of Managers may by by-law at 
any time and from time to time repeal or 
amend, in whole or in part, this General 
By-law but every such by-law unless in the 
meantime sanctioned at a special meeting 
of the members of the Society duly called 
for the purpose shall only have force until 
the next Annual Meeting of the members 
and, in default of confirmation thereof, shall 
at and from that time cease to have force.
